Appeals court; Ohio’s state 
slogan can!t refer- to God _ 


CINCINNATI <AP) - Ohio’s 
mono, ‘’With God, all things ore 
possible,” was declared unconsdr 
tutionai Tuesday by a federol 
appeals court that said the phrase 
amounts to a government 
endorsement of Chrimonicy. 

The 2«1 decision Iv the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appmls reversed 
a tower court’s ruling that permit' 
ted Ohio’s use of the motto. The 
motto was taken from the New 
Testament, specifically Matthew 
19*.26, which quotes Jesus Christ. 

“When Jesus spoke to his disd* 
pies, he was explaining to them 
what was needed of them to enter 
heaven and achieve salvation, a 
uniquely Christian thought not 
shared by Jews and Moslems,” 
Circuit Judge Avem Cohn wrote 
for the three-judge poneL 

In a dissent, Circuit Judge 
David Nelson said he found 
Ohio’s motto no more troubling 
than the words “In God We 
Trust" on U.S. coins. 


Ohio's motto was diaUenged by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which contended the 
phrase cannot be separated from 
Its biblical context as part of a 
discussion of solvation. 

The ACLU, representing the 
Rev. Matthew Peterson, s 
Preabytedan nilnlster in' subur* 
ban Cleveland, challenged all 
official uses of the mono, which 
was odopted in 1959 and has 
appeared for years on the Ohio 
secrecory of state's stationery, on 
some state reports and on Ohio 
tax returns. 

'“This is maybe the blondest 
statement about God that has 
ever been struck down," said 
Douglas Laycock, professor of law 
at the UniverscyofTexas. 

According to Col^ two federal 
appeoIS'COurts since 1970 have 
ruled that “In God We Trust" is 
permissible and does not amount 
to a government sponsorship or 
endorsement of reli^on.

TWIN FALLS - Idaho Hou.so 
candidate George Swan puiniud 
himself as a con.scrvativu con- 
cerned about preserving the 
state’s financial responsibility 
Tuesday. 

Swan, who was selected by 
local .Republicans earlier this 
month to succeed Rep. Randy 
Hansen, R-Twin Falls, said the 
environment and education will 
be his top priorities if he wiris 
November’s general election. 
However, the former Rogerson- 
aron randier and immediate past 
president of ‘the American 
Cattlemen's Beef Association, 
comes at those issues from a 
decidedly different perspective 
tlianmost.

He envisions a coalition of live- 
stock and agricultiinil representa- 
tives and recreational land users 
helping to address issues facing 
land use in the west.

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Justices hear out tribal water dispute 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As the 
.Supreme Court brokers the final 
'/allocation of Colorado River 
'^water between Californio and 
^Arizona, Justices focused Tuesi^ 
on what the federal government 
“paid for when it gave an Indian 
;tribe $15 million in 19^. t 

'Uie Quechan tribe and federal 
^^officials argue that the govepi- 
' ment paid for trespassing for 
’nearly a century on 25,000 acres 
of the reservation that straddles 
/,the river on the border between 
•the two states. 

But a lawyer representing both 
‘states argued that the money 
•■bought the land from the tribe for 
' the federal government, ending 
-any tribal claim to the water. 


The distinction is important 
because the tribe Is seeking water 
to irrigate the land it gla<mg it has 
owned since the reservation was 
created in 1893. The tribe must 
own the land to claim water for it. 

The amount of water und^ dis- 
pute is relatively small, about 1 
percent of that allocated among 
Nevodo, Arizona and California. 
But if the tribe wins, the 76,000 
acre-feet of water at s^c would 
come out of the two states’ shares, 
which stand later in line than the 
tribe. 

“It comes out of the hide of the 
Arizona and' Southern California 
urban water users,” said Jerome 
Muys, a Washington lawyer repre- 
senting the states. “This is not an

' insignificant oipount of water.” 

Muys argued that the tribe 
gave up any clnlm to the land or 
accompanying water when it 
agreed to the $15 million settle- 
ment. 

“The Judgment says oil 
claims are extinguished,” he 
said. “There is no wiggle room 
here.” 

But the justices appeared to 
agree that settlement wording is 
ambiguous. Justice Antonin 
Scalia said there are at least two 
ways to interpret the wording, 
which lead to opposite conclu- 
sions about the water. 

“You don't know which one of 
them they got the water for,” he 
told Muys. ,

BMX group brings requests to county

HAILEY - Gigi Prior went 
before the Blaine County com- 
missioners on Monday with a sim- 
ple request to renew the $1 lease 
on the county land on which the 
Wood River BMX crack sits. 

Oh, and the Kctchum woman 
also wonted permission to plant a 
hundred aspen trees donated by 
Webb Nursery on the site and 
install lights that would allow 
bicyclists to ride after dusk. 

She and nearly two dozen 
other BMX participants left the 
meeting with a strong warning to 
learn how to behave like adults 
or else. 

“A group of people who can 
build what you have out there 
ought to be able to put personal 
animosides aside, opra up mem- 
bership and add accountability 
without having to come to county 
commissioners,” Commissioner 
Dennis Wright told the mup. “Zf 
you have the animosity I see 
today when you come before us 
next year, I personally will not 
sign another tease for the track.” 

Hoiley attorney Fritz 
Haemmerle said the trouble 
seemed to start when several 
, parents asked how they might 
become more involved in the 
group. Articles of incorporation 
at chat time said people could 
become members by paying a 
S3S fee, he said. Board mem- 
bers responded by amending 
the articles of incorporation so 
that they appeared to exclude 
people board members did not 
want involved, Haemmerle 
added. 

At the same time, the board 
members suspended the children 
of those who’d made the request 
from riding on the track until- 
August. 

“It disgusts me when I look at 
this because initially the track 
was meant as a public track for 
kids. Now it’s a private enter- 
prise,” said Jerry Lager, a former 
board member who helped build 
the $30,000 dirt track with its 
rolling hills and obstactiu three 
years ago. 

The BMX group, which comes 
under the umbrella of the 
American Bicycle Association, 
started with 10 kids three years 
ago. It has grown to involve 100 
kids. A number of adults ride, 
too, including national champion 
snowboorder Sondra Van Ert. 

A couple of the people 
involved in the hearing asked the 
county to investigate the situa- 
tion since it owns the land the 
track sits on. But Commissioner 
Mary Ann Mix refused to get 
involved short of directing county 
attorney Doug Werth to draft a 
non-discrimination clause. 

“You guys have got to work 
this ouL People want to be mem- 
bers of the board; they want to 
participate. Why not have open 
meetings so they can partici- 
pate?” she asked. 

Prior responded that the 
board did plan to hold an open 
meeting. 

The county never intended to 
supervise activities on the land it 
leases, added Werth. 

“There’s a limit to the board’s 
involvement,” Werth said. 

. Priort treasurer of the board, 
told Haemmerle after the meet- 
ing that the children were no 
lo^er suspended.

Pro-life groups ponder candidates 


LEWISTON (AP) - Idaho’s and* 
abortion groups are split about 
whether to endorse any of the can- 
didates in the Republican 1st 
District congressional primaiy. 

Idaho Right to Life’s board of 
directors opted not to endorse any 
of the three leading GOP candi- 
dates - Lt. Gov. Butch Otter of 
Star, former Idaho Republican 
Party Chairman Ron McMuiray of 
Lewiston and Idaho Family Forum 
founder Dennis Mansfield of Boise. 

“They ore all pro-life to varying 
degrees,” President Patrick 
Benson of J^ampa said. 

Benson said McMurray worked 
h^d on behalf of Idaho Right to 
Life as chairman of the state 


Republican Party from 1996 until 
last summer when. he resigned to 
run for Congress. 

And he cited Mansfield’s work 
ogtunst abortion in both the cdu-' 
cation and legislative arenas. 

“Based on that, we can’t 
endorse one over the other,” 
Benson said. 

But the board for the Idaho 
ChooSes Life political action com- 
mittee formally endorsed 
Mansfield. 

“He has a proven record of 
fighting for and advocating for 
preborn children,” Executive 
Director David Ripley said. 
"That’s the kind of person we 
need in Congress." 


Last year, Ripley served as a 
campaign consultant for 
Mansfield’s congressional explor- 
atory committee, and Mansfield 
was severely critical of former 
Gov. Phil Bait for vetoing legisla- 
tion requiring parental consent 
for minors to obtain abonion.s. 

Benson sjiid Otter, .seen tis the 
front-runner to succeed retiring 
GOP. Rep. Helen Chenoweth- 
Hage, voted with anti-abortion 
interests ns a member of the 
Idaho Legislature in the 1970s, 
supporting the reversion to strong 
alxn-tion re.strictions had the U.S, 
Supreme Court ever reversed the 
1973 Roe vs. Wade decision. That 
law has since been repealed.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) - 'Tm proud to be herel Let 
tho world know what they didr_ 
The 35-year-old rape victim 
stood out from earlier witnesses 
in the trial of three ^sniiin S^b 
fighters, projecting remarkable 
strength and defiance os she testi- 
fied Tuesday that she was forced 
to have sex more than times 
during six weeks of detention. 

She also went the farthest in 
corroborating a contention of war 
crimes prosecutors: that rape was 
an cxpjJdt element of Serb mili- 
tary strategy during the 1992-95 
ethnic conflict following the 
breakup of Yugoslavia. Serb sol- 
diers, she told the U.N. court, 
were authorized to have sex with 
prisoners “to have better morale ' 
on tho battlefield.” 

In the trial before the U.N. war 
crimes tribunal for the former 
Yugosl.avia, throe Bosnian Serbs 
- Dragoljub Kunarac, Radomir 
Kovac and Zoran Vukovic -- are 
charged with rape, torture and 
enslavement ns war crimes and 
crimes against humanity. All 
three have pleaded mnocent to 
the charges, which carry a maxi- 
mum life prison sentence. 

The victim also praised Serb 
guards who gave her money to 
buy food and clothing for her 
children. 

“Even among them ilicrc were 
some good people,” she said. “One 
of tliose guards who opposed them 
taking women out, he cried out: 
'What arc you doing to those 
women? Enough is cnoughl’” 

She said the soldiers respond- 
ed by claiming they hod certifi- 


cates which said “they needed 
, sex to have better morale on the . 
battlefield.” 

Such certificates were alleged- ' 
ly issued by Foca Police Chief 
Dragon Gagovic. Gagovic was 
killed last year by French peace- 
keepers who tried to an^st him 
oil a warrant from the tribunal. 

The Foca trial, which began 
March 20, is the first prosecution 
of scxuoi enslavement during 
wartime. Wimess No. 95 was Ae 
sixth of at least 10 rape victims 
expected to testify in the case. 

At least 20,000 women on all 
sides were raped during the 
Bosnian war, according to a 1993 
European Community investiga- 
tion. However, the so-called 
“rape comps” in the eastern 
Bosnian city of Foca were the 
most notorious instance of sys- 
tematic sexual assault. 

In the spring of 1992, Serb 
fighters overran Foca and sur- 
rounding villages and rounded 
up Muslim women who had fled 
into forests as their homes were 
shelled and set ablaze. 

Wimess No. 95 was separated 
from her husband. She was token 
olong with her l.S-year-old 
daughter, 3-year-old son and 
scores of other women and 
detained at Foca High School 
and later ot a local gymnasium. 

Daily and nightly, the woman 
was taken away and raped in.doss- 
rooms and apartments. Finally, in 
August 1992, she was released. 

The woman’s voice was scram- 
bled as she testified from behind 
gloss windows with blinds to con- 
ceal her identity from the public.

People often wonder what to 
do when tulips, daffodils, 
hyacimlis, Easter lilies and other 
spring-blooming bulb flowers 
have faded, Here are some tips 
provided by the Netherlands 
Flower Bulb Information Center 
in New York City. 

After spring-flowering bulbs 
have faded, snip off the dead 
flowers so tlicy won’t go to seed, 
but let the green foliage die back 
naturally, a process whidi gener- 
ally takes about six weeks. (A 
dead-heading exception: daf- 
fodils do not require dead-head- 
ing - though many people choose 
to do so for aesthetic reasons. 
Large naturalized beds of daf- 
fodils can be left “au naturale" 
after blooming and suffer no ill 
effects.) 

Avoid the urge to “tidy up" 
bulb plantings after bloom by 
tying up the leaves wtli string or 
rubber bonds. The six week leaf 
die-back time is a critical "work 
period” for leaves busy vdth pho- 
tosynthesis (the process by wliich 
leaves combine chlorophyl and 
sunshine into the starches that 
recharge the bulb with "food” 
for next year’s, bloom). The 
leaves must be free to soak up 
sunshine during this period. 

If dying foliage seems unat- 
tractive, the best solution is cam- 
ouflage. Interplant with hosta or 
other leafy perennials. They will 
grow up ana around fading bulb 
plants. 

Remember that some bulbs, 
such as tulips and hyadnths, do 
not always come back strongly 
in .subseauent wars. If the vari- 
ety you planted wasn’t a variety

• Rhubarb: .Choose crisp, 
unblemished stalks with a bright 
color and no sign of limpness. If 
leaves ore attached, make sure 
they are imwilted and blemish- 
free. Fresh rhubarb, wrapped 
tightly in a plastic ‘bag or s^ed 
in Q plastic container, can be 
stored in the refrigerator for up 
to three days. Before preparing, 
trim any leaves and disaird them. 
Trim both ends, and pull strings 
away, grasping them between 


your thumb and a knife. Rinse 
under running water to remove - 
grit 

* Strawberries: Pick berries 
that are red right up to their 
stems. Handle gently. Chill as 
soon os possible after picking. 
When you buy pre-picked berries, 
choose f^t that is plump, clean 
and deep red with bright-green 
caps. You may store in the refrig- 
erator, unwashed, with caps 
attached, for about three days. 
Rinse gently just before prepar- 
ing; pat dry >rith a paper towel. 
Allow berries to reach room tem- 


perature .before serving.. To 
freeze, hull the berries, then rinse 
and drain. Place In a single’layer 
on a baking sheet or Jelly roll 
pan. .When firozen, place in freez- 
er ba^ and return to freezer.

Plant 
them in garden beds or contain- 
ers. The Asiatics bloom early to 
mid-summer, the Orientals bloom 
later. They thrive in full sun or 
partial shade. 

O Big-Ieafcd tropical trouba- 
dours: Some summer bulbs have 
big leaves and “big lungs.” Three 
top performers are elephant cars,- 
caladium and canna. 

ty EUcphont cats (colocosin cscu- 
Icnia) con be used as stage setting 
for “instant tropics,” dlhcr in con- 
tainers or the garden.

^marked “good for pcrcnnializ- 


ing,” then it’s probably best to 
treat them as annuals and com- 
post or toss them after bloom, 
and re-plant new bulbs in the fall. 

Planting out indoor forced 
bulbs (potted daffodils, crocuses) 
into the garden after they’ve 
faded is never a sure thing. 
Unlike bulbs planted in the 
ground during the fall planting 
season - or even spring-planted 
pre-sprouted “bulblettes” which 
can mature in place in your gar- 
den - forced bulbs that have 
bloomed and faded indoors have 
been through a pretty exhausting 
process and may or may not re- 
bloom. 

'-It is possible to replant some 
forced bulbs outdoors after they 
bloom indoors, but not all. Bulbs 
like crocuses and daffodils, whi^ 
arc good at naturalizing, general- 
ly do well planted out oiftcr forc- 
ing. Plant them in the garden 
when they’ve finished flowering. 
Give them water and some slow 
release bulb food. Then wait till 
the leaves brown and die back 
before chopping them off'at 
ground level. 

It’s a different story with bulbs 
such as tulips, which do not rendi- - 


ly come back even when original- 
-ly planted in the garden in fall. 
The same is true of paperwhite 
narcissi. Forced hyacinths may 
come back in die garden, but not 
with same full, robust blooms 
tliat they had in the first year. 

Easter lilies cannot be counted 
on to bloom nicely again indoors 
- but quite often they do nicely 
outdoor.s. Bottom line: What we 
call Easter Lilies in America arc 
actually Lilium longiflorum, a 
much loved garden lUyl The pot- 
ted Easter lily has been forced 
into bloom early - so it has been 
under stress. Should you try it 
outdoors? What’s to lose? Tlioy’U 
cither take hold and come back 
to bloom for years to come or 
they won’t. 

Here’s what to do: once the 
Easter Lily bloom has faded, 
remove the plant from its pot and 
plant it outdoors in a sunny pro- 
tected location, where die ^il has 
good drainage. Plant it a little 
deeper than it was in the pot. 
Water well. A light sprinkling of 
timed-release fertilizer is appro- 
priate. Be sure to allow the 
foliage to die back fully, until yel- 
lowed. When established, the lily 
will bloom in mid-summmer, dur- 
ing its normal bloom period. 
Remember, it was originally 


forced (tricked) into early bloom 
for Easter. Now it is living on its 
own clocki (Don’t plant Easter 
Lilies near other garden lilies as 
dicy may have picked up a virus 
during the nursery forcing 
process.) A protective mulch is 
appropriate in colder climates.

Twin Fallsman wanes 
to purchase funeral home 
from Canadian corporation 


to buy back the business

TWIN FALLS - Pour and a half yeors 
ago, business owner Paul Reynolds had 
only a five to 10 percent chance of surviv- 
mg cancer, and he didn't feel like compet- 
ing with other funeral homes in the area. 

So he sold die business he had built in 
1959 to a large Canadian corporation in 
December 1996. 

Today ho is almost to his five-year mark 
of cancer remission, and he wants the 
Reynolds Funeral Chapel back from 


Loewen Group Intemadonol Inc. 

' “When I sold'the funeral home I was 
going through cancer with not a great deal 
of expect&don” of surviving. Reynolds 
said. “That wos the prime motivational 
reason that I sold, because the doctors had 
done surgery earlier that year and I was in 
the midst of treatment. Now, Pm waiting 
for my five-year clearance and Pm feeling 
great. 

“That mokes the point of yes, I would 
like to buy this back now,“ he said. ”I 
would like to have a chance to buy it back 
ondstartogain.” 

Before Reynolds sold the funeral home 
to Loewen he asked a number of people, 
including individuals on his staff, whether 
they were interested in purchosing the 
bu^essihesaid. 

“Either nobody could afford it or 


nobody wanted to toke the financial 
steps,” Reynolds said. 

So be sold the business to Loewen, 
.which also bought White Mortuary and 
Crematory and Sunset Memorial Pork in 
Twin Falls. 

But in June 1999, Loewen sought bank- 
ruptcy court protection after it ran up 
huge debts while expanding its funeral 
business in the United States. 

The corporation now is in reorganization 
and has stalled payments to creditors, 
Reynolds said, which includes payments to 
Reynolds for the purchase of his funcr^ 
home. 

That’s just one more reason Reynolds 
would like to repurchase the business, he 
said. 

“They’re trying to get things changed 
around. By bankruptcy law they can’t 


make any payments to me,” Reynolds 
said. “For o year I haven’t received any 
payments, any income.” 

Loewen still has eight years of payments 
to make to Reynolds, he said. As soon as 
the^company sought bankruptcy protec- 
tion he mode an offer to purchase back the 
funeral home, Reynolds said. 

“We’re willing to buy it back but Uiiit’s 
about as far as it’s gone,” Reynolds said. 
“We’re making an attempt, we've made on • 
offer and we’re waiting to hear.” 

Reynolds said his offer to Loewen was to 
negotiate o repurchase price. He did not 
disclose the original sale price. 

“All we hove done i.s said wc arc inter- 
ested in buying bock our properties,” 
Reynolds said. “We’re still wmting to hour

Oregon retailers go after Hispanic niche

AX.BANY, Ore. - Two young men, with dark 
complexions and speal^g Spanish, walk up 
to the counts and order a bog of bolUlos and 
a few various pastries. 

Maria Quiim rings up the sale and another 
botch of traditional Mexican baked goods 
goes out the door of Ameguera PonaderUla, a 
new bakery that joins a small cadre of busi- 
nesses that' torget the region’s growing 
Hispanic populatiaru 

Social service experts estiii^atc that about 
4,000 Hispanic people live in Linn County, 
Ore., and the numb^ is growing fast - faster, 
in fact, than any other eth^c group, 

The county’s populotion grew about 14 per- 
cent fitun T^ to. 1997. The Hispanic popula- 
tion grew by 70 percent About a half-million 
Hispanics ore'expected to live In Oregon in 
202S. 

More than a sodal and cultural phenome- 
non, the growth of the Hispanic population is 
opening oppectunlties for a few retail busi- 
nesses (hat specialize in selling bits and 
pieces of cultures hundreds - even thousands 
- of miles away. 

Anteguera Ponadeiilla, owned by Antonio 
Gutierrez of Albany, serves baked goods 
authentic to the Mexican state of Oaxaca and 
the orea surrounding Mexico City.' 

Loaves of staple breads such as boUlIos and 


tcleras go out the door by the hundreds each 
day. 

Postries such as polvoroncs, conchas, orc- 
jas, camp^anas and ojos dc Pancha (a spe- 
cialty recipe Gutierrez developed himself) 
line theradcs of a glass display case. 

A baker for the past 19 years, Gutierrez 
started his bakery about five years ago, oper- 
ating out of his home. The home-based opera- 
tion served him well. 

But the past year or two, he has seen the 
number of Mexican immigrants, ond his busi- 
ness, increase rapidly. Customers now come 
from towns farther away. 

Business ftnoUy got too busy to run out of 
his home, necessitating his move four months 
ago to another location. 

Mexican restaurants arc common thicugh- 
out the regiarL But most i^ored the Mexican 
population. 

The opening several years ago of 
Realbertos marked the presence of a restau- 
rant aimed at Hispanics. 

Several varictj^ stores featuring Mexican 
goods have come ond, in a couple of cases, 
gone. 

Son Jose Mexican Store ts a rclotivcly new 
business aimed at the Spanish-speaking popu- 
latioiL 

Spanish-languoge posters onnouncing 
upcoming performances of “CaboUo Dorado” 
in Salem and “Gran Boilazo” hang in the 


store’s front windows. 

Inside, two walls arc filled with rack after 
rack of Spanish-longuagc music di.scs. 'The 
.store even carries Mexican junk food. 

A rapidly growing market remains largely 
untapped by locol-businesscs, said Ruth 
Esquer, a nutrition educator with the Linn 
County Health Department and former chair- 
woman of the county’s Hispanic Committee. 

“Our retail merchants are tlie ones that are 
missing the boat,” she said, 

Local Hispanics arc scarcliing for places to 
buy traditional products, she said. 

One or two Albany grocery stores do a fair 
job of stocking Mexican foods, but there is 
virtually no place to buy clothes representa- 
tive of the Hispanic culrurtr. 

Most local Hispanics arc from Mexico, but 
many olso come from Central and South 
America. 

Their numbers liavc grown an estimated 8 
to 10 percent in the past four months alone, 
Esquer said. 

As more and more Californio farmland i.s ' 
gobbled up by urban and conuncrdol devel- 
opment, the number of agriculture jobs tradi- 
tionally sought by many Hispanics has 
decreased, driving them north, she said. 

Oregon's historic, albeit small, Hispanic 
population is also a draw to many. 

"People arc looking for places where Uicy 
can fed comfortable^” Esquer said.

Gates used his hold on MS-DOS 
to build Microsoft into a power- 
house not just for operating sys- 
tem software, but also for other 
programs, such as word processors 
and spreadsheets.

him away when he was nine

What launched Oracle was an 
idea origiiuilly devrioped by IBM 
in the 1970s to create databases 
that were more than just huge col- 
lections of numbers and text. 

Ellison was one of the ealrly 
developers of these so-called 
’’relational databases,” which 
gave programmers the ability to 
tag each number and word with 
extra informocion describing their 
meaning and connection to other 
entries in the database. 

“The genius of the relational 
database is that It turned dam into 
infonnation,” Wilson said. 


Gates says Microsoft must remain whole | AT&T boosts wireless sales, prepares for IPO 


SEATTLE (AP) - Bill Gates 
said Tuesday chat consumers 
. would be hurt if Microsoft Corp. 
li, , were broken up by the govem- 
; ment because the synergy 
, •' between the company’s various 
divisions and products is key to 
its success. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, the Microsoft 
chairman said new versions of the 
Windows operating system, the 
software that powers the vast 
; . majority of the world's personal 
computers, would be stunted if 
... . the Windows or Office software' 
divisions were split off from the 
rest of the company. 

"We wouldn’t have Windows 


today if it hadn't been for the 
Office group and the Windows 
group working together,” Gotes 
said, speaking by telephone from 
a computer hardware developers 
conference in New Orleans. 

Gates’ comments come as the 
U.S. Justice Department briefed 
White House officials on what 
remedies the government would 
sock in its ondcrusc action against 
the company. 

Gene Sperling, head of the 
president’s National Economic 
Council, said that it was sodctly 
an informational briefing and 
that President Clinton was not 
expected to take part. 

Attorneys for the Justice 


Department and the 19 states i 
that sued Microsoft for antitrust I 
violations are conridciing asking I 
a judge to break up the company 
as a way to curb anticompetitive 
practices. 

One reported option would be 
tA split the company into two or 
three parts, each selling separate 
products. Another, olternativc 
would be for Miorosoft to divest 
its dominant Office software 
suite, which includes word pro- 
cessing, dotabose ond spread- 
sheet programs and controls more 
than M percent of the market. 

Microsoft has said it would 
fight any move to break up the 
25-yeor-old company.

SEATTLE - On a week it is 
expected to have the largest ini- 
rial public offering in histo- 
ry, AT&T Wireless Group said 
first-quarter sales for its mobility 
unit grew 40.7 percent to 52.198 
billion. 

The unit, which is the group’s 
largest and the one that provides 
cellular-phone services to some 
12 million subscribers, hod $1.56 
billion in revenue during the 
same period last year. 

AT&T also said its subscriber 
bosc grew by 418,000, compared 
vwih firsiquartcr 1999 growth of 
372,000. 


-The group, which has yet to 
show profit, said its earnings 
before interest, taxes, depreda- 
. lion and amortization grew 112 
percent to $430 million. 

The company attributed the 
strong earnings growth to 
“improvement in the manage- 
ment of roaming costs, which put 
more traffic on AT&T networks 
and lowered roaming rates.” 

The financial results did not 
indude the performance of the 
group’s fixed-wireless unit and 
intcmarional operations. 

On Thursday, AT&T plans to 
offer 360 million shores of AT&T 
Wireless Group as a tracking 
stock, priced at $26 to $32 a 


shore, making it the largest IPO 
in history. A tracking stock is 
designed to reflect the economic 
performance of a business unit 
without spinning the unit off a.s a 
separate company. 

In a prospectus filed with tlie 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission in March, AT&T .said 
the 360 million shares represent 
15.6 percent of the company. 

AT&T also reconfirmed yester- 
day it intends to dispose of its 
remaining economic interest in 
the AT&T Wireless Group, 82.5 
percent to 84.4 percent, in the 
second half of this year througli 
dividends, oxdiangc offers or an 
additional offering.

The Nasdaq composite rose 
228.7S to close at 3,711.23, more 
than wiping out Monday’s 
161.40-point loss. Just one week 
ago, the Nasdaq notched its 
biggest point goln ever, rising 
254.41 points. 

The Gicreasingly volatile index 
has recorded its 10 biggest point 
gains and its 10 biggest point 


losses olnce'the start of the year. 
The Dow Jones industrial aver- 


age rose 218.72 to close at 
11,124.82 and the Standord St 
Poor’s 500 rose 47.58 to 1,477.44. 

Broader stock indicators were 
also higher.
